The other < vening J called on a neigh- 


boring farme -. We took a walk through 
his grass—th lothy and brown top with 
a little clover.

Anoth- 
er piece hudj been mowed four or five 
years, but thb yield of grass was almost 
as good as on tha former. Ills farm ie a 
clay or clay |oam. He told mo that he 
always spread a dressing of barnyard 
manure on lib land when he ''laved It 
down." I think this one of the secrets 
of getting a good stand of grass. Why 
doesn't the gtass crop require something 
to feed on applied every year to keep up 
its yield year after year as well as hoed 
crops? Some farmers don't

think so, or at least they don't practice 
It.
